Virginia 


Hsvamp and ihlcltet, now turning rod 
mid sold In the . autumn frosts, the 
United States marines are training for 
sitvlco on the front In France. They 
Tire getting, so nearly as possible, ex- 
perience of actual warfare. They arc 
liciiiB equipped, in a hard dally grind, 
to go directly Into the trendies on 
tho other side. 


Thousands ot marines 
aro In tho 


camp, which stretches back into the 
rolling hills along the Virginia side1 of 
the I'otom.ic. They are big husky fel- 
lows, picked'In accordance with the 
Marine Carps standards. Finer regi- 
ments are not to be found in the A m - 
erican service. 


I camo down here with 
Josephus 


Uanlela,.''Secretary of the Navy, and 
Major- General George Harriett, com- 
mandant of the IFarlno Corps, aboard 
it, lattly, smoky local train, thirty- 
seven miles from Washington. 


"You'll Jlnd,'" sold General Harnelt, 


"a typical boom town, plenty of red 
sticky mild and some of

General IBarnett had been there bo- 


fore. It was all there, the boom, the 
mud nnd the lighters. It had been rain 
ing for two or three days and there 
was oven more mud than had been 
predicted.

Looks Like Western Frontier 


When the train grunted up to the 


little station tiio view, revealed might 
jnst as well have bc'en that of an 
Jinny post hi'a/western frontier town 
In tho early days.

of makeshift stores.

The need for military secrecy ,for- 


hlds telling how many marines arc In 
training in Quantico but the numb'er 
runs well Into the thousands, They 
are, for tho most part, men who have 
Joined the service within the last few 
months. The seasoned regiments al- 
ready are abroad. 


Corp&' Size Increase'd 


Tho size of the Marine Corps has 


been Increased greatly since the be- 


j ginning of the war. The organization 
'picked Its -recruits! from among men 
'; physically lit. Almost universally the 
men are larger than those In the army 
or who aro In training under the draft. 


Mr. Daniels' presence In the camp 


presented the excellent opportunity of 
seeing what the Marine Corps car) d: 
The officers showed Mr. Daniels "the 
best they had."

revealed here today by Corporal Alex- 
ander Yetman and Allan McDonald 
Toronto Highlanders, who were cap- 
tured at St. Julien In April, lOlC.They 
were prisoners in" Germany for nine 
teen months, but when they became ill 
because of starvation, they weie. re- 
turned home thiough Switzerland. 


"Hack from the grave, that's me," 


said .Corporal Yetlnan. " was fifteen 
months at Gottiugen arid three months 
at Mannheim, when,I. was waiting to 
be sent to Switzerland. I weighed 155 
pounds when I was. captured, and be 
cuusq of poor food, bad treatment and 
conditions of tho camp. I lost weight 
and was down to ninety-eight pounds 
when' I was sent to Switzerland In 
August, inio. There I started to pick 
up. and 1 now weight 1-15. I came home 
with tuberculo'sts: The gas a'ml the. 
poor food brought it, nnd It was a won 
der I did not die. The food was not tit 
for pigs, and I doubt if they would 
eat it.
